. PURPOSE AND NEED

KY 3041 currently extends from US 25W to US 25E providing a 2-lane bypass approximately
3.9 miles around the southeast quadrant of the City of Corbin. There is a need to expand
access to interstate 75 from the Corbin Bypass to facilitate efficient freight distribution and to
alleviate congestion on existing interstate access routes. The purpose of this study is to
evaluate alternatives for the extension of KY 3041 from US 25E in Knox County to I-75 in Laurel
County.
